Opium Restrictions. 

“It is proposed to introduce a Bill, 
to amend the..Opium Ordinance, 
into. the ‘Legistative Coyncil at 
Thursday's meeting. By the pro- 
visions of the new measure, the: 
‘restrictions on dealings in” raw 
opium will become even, more 
stringent than they are at present, 
In the first place, the proposed Bill 
provides that every. kind of deal- 
ing, in raw opium, except’ of 
course, by ‘the Superintendent,’ 
shall be illegal winless licence has 
“been obtained from the Governor. 
In the second place, it makes un- 
dicenced dealings in raw opium 
‘illegal whether’ the: ‘raw: opium is 
‘in the Colony or ‘not und whether 
it be ascertained or appropriated 
in existence or not. 

With regardto raw opiumewhich 
is. imported by water under a 
“thiretin bi ‘bil or lading for. Macao, 
from the Government of India or 
its nominees for the use of the
